TEL AVIV. — Israel's local 
authorities face another In their ap- 
parently permanent series of fnan- 
cial crises, because the two govern- 
ment ministries responsible for 
deciding how much state money they 
should get for the 1978/78 financial 
year are still arguing over how little 
they should be given. 

Municipal budgets should be 
drawn up by February 28, the law 
says. But there iz little chance of this 
happening. The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday. So far, no local 
authority has received its guidelines 
from the Interior Miniatry on how to 
plan its budget, because the Interior 
and Finance Ministries cannot agree 
on the size of the government's sub- 
vention to the municipalities for next 
year, 

The ' Union of Local Authorities 
submitted its estimate to the govern- 
ment on time. It asked for 
1L.15,000ra. But the Interlor Ministry 
thinks that IL14,200m. should suf- 
fice. And the treasury’s forecast for 
the combined needs of all Israel's 
local authorities for the financial 
. year beginning April 1 is 11.13,200m. 

Despite urgent negotiations now 
going on, the parties concerned show 
no signs of agreeing on a com- 
promise, and there seems to be little 
chance that the municipal budgeta 
can be put together in time. 

This means that — as usually 
happens when local authorities are 
temporarily starved for state funds, 
or run into cash shortages for other 
reasons — they will operate on a 
deficit, and loans will have to be

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New proposal closes 
Rhodesia talks gap 


SALISBURY. — A major black par- 
ty at the “internal” majority-ruie 
settlement conference yesterday 
submitted a compromise proposal 
that apparently narrowed the gap on 
the issue of white parliamentary 
representation under black rule. 
The p came from Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa's United African 
National Council, which hes been in 
disagreement with its three 
negotiating partners over the issue. 


The other parties — Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's government, 
the African National Council! — 
Sithole and the Zimbabwe United 
Peoples’ Organization — have 
agreed that a 100-seat parliament 
should include 28 white legislators 
elected only by white voters. 

Muzorewa has said he would agree 
to separate black and white voters‘ 
rolls — which would ensure that only 
conservative whites get into parlia- 
ment — only if white parliamentary 
representation were limited to 20. 

Before negotiations resumed 
yesterday afternoon after a three- 
day break, Muzorewa's party sent a 
compromise proposal to the other 
delegations, conference sources 
sald. 

The compromise document 
proposes that there be 28 seats 
reserved for the white minority, but 
only 20 of the white legislators would 
be elected solely by whites. The 
other eight would be elected by white 
and black voters registered on ἃ 
“common voters’ roll." 

The 20 seats would be decided by 
white voters using a preferential 
voting system, whereby ἃ candidate

TEL AVIV — The parents of 10 
autistic: children, unwilling to see 
them sent to psychiatric wards and 
other hospital settings, have es- 
tablished thelr own school here with 
the help of two American experts on 
autism who are training Israeli 
teachers. 


The school, which has been in 
operation for only a few months, was 
opened to the press this week. 

The building is old and cramped 
but ft was the only facility the 
parents could rent — not only 
because of budget limitations but 
also because, as with the retarded, 
disturbed and other handicapped 
groups, many landlords end 
neighbourhoods did not want these 
children. 


Autistic children are unable to 
develop relationships with the people 
around them because of some 
organic or psychological defect 
whose nature is not yet understood. 


‘| They are usually sent to hospitals 


where they receive more medical 
treatment than education. Even if 
day care in a hospital setting is 
available for very young children, 
the autistic child of over 10 in Israel 
is usually put into a psychiatric 
ward. He will spend the rest of his 
life receiving merely custodial care.

‘The problem 18 acute 
between the ages of three and six, 
Remember that this is the age of im~- 
agination. The fact that the child has 
insufficient information and ex- 
perience does not immunize him 
from encountering death. And what 
the child experiences must be talked 
about — but how? 

You may not know how. to talk to 
your child, but the one thing you can- 
not do is to avoid talking. At this age 
you fear that whatever you say will 
be disturbing, if not downright 
scary. But to leave a child to his own 
thoughts on the subject is far worse. 
For there is no bogeyman like the 
one we create for ourselves.-

yes. But the concept of a powerful 
deity who “giveth and taketh away" 
is a potent stimulua to the pre- 
schooler’s fantasy. And, besides, this 
doesn’t answer such mundane con- 
cerns as “Where do they go?" and 
“What's a cemetery?" These are 
questions that have to be answered if 
the child asks them. No matter how 
repulsive it may seem for an adult to 
tell children frightening facts, it is 
better than leaving questions un- 
answered and therefore subject to 
interpretation. 

But often, even more difficult than 
finding the words to express un- 
palatable ideas, is watching a child 
grieve. Mothers will ask, ‘Do I have 
to tell bim that his dog died? Isn't it 
better to say that his pet ran away 
and got lost?" To this my answer is a 
resounding “NO!" 

This not only denies the child his 
right to express his sadness, but it 
opens the door to all kinds of other 
problems. One little boy I know 
refused to sleep: he was waiting for 
his dog to “find himself,” and he 
didn’t want to miss him “if he came 
home late.” 

A more serious problem is thet the 
ehild (who naturally is afraid of be- 
Ing abandoned) may think that if a 
beloved pet can go away and leave 
him, then why not an adult as well? 


No one wants to watch a sobbing- 
broken-hearted five-year-old, but 
isn't he entitled to his expression of 
grief in the only way he knows? As 
parents, it is important not to react 
as though the expression of grief in 
more important than the loss, which 
is really what we do when we avoid 
hetping chile to:face,the:lous.ot:& 
pet.

fort others, when there is a need, by 
giving of ourselves — our presence, 
our conversation, but mostly by len- 
ding an attentive ear. The pre- 
schooler, to the extent that he is 
capable of asking for our answers or 
our sympathy, is in need of the same 
kind of treatment. 

Above all, there is the need for 
honesty and the respect for reality 
even when the reality is painful. If 
you are sad and mourning, detter to 
tell your child why than to leave it to 
his imagination. I was luckier than 
1 deserved to be because at least my 
four-year-old knew the reason for 
my sadness. After all, along with her

to set up sheltered workshops under 
rehabilitation programmes for older 
autists. 

What happens at the school on 4 
day-to-day basis? 

Rachel, the principal, explained 
that at this early stage more 
emphasis is being placed on teaching 
daily living skills (dressing, toilet 
training, proper eating habits, etc.) 
than school subjects. “Our goals in 
school subjects are very modest: 
enough writing for the child to be 
able to sign his name and write down 
his address and phone number; 
enough arithmetic to give change; 
and enough reading to understand a 
street sign or a package label.” 

Ed Vulcan, one of the American 
experts now training the Israeli 
teachers, explained that the ap- 
proach used is behaviouristic. “We 
reinforce good behaviour by 
whatever has meaning for a specific 
ehild — physical touch in some 
cases, a candy or beigele in others. 
For autistic children, smiles or ver- 
bal praise usually have no meaning. 
We try to ignore negative behaviour 
instead of falling into the trap of giv- 
ing the child attention when he is 

bad." 

Lea Rabin, honorary chairman of 
the association, said she is very op- 
timistic on the basis of her visits to 
schools for autistic children in the 
U.S. “At one school, the children, 
who weren't Jewish, danced the hora 
and were able to point out Israel on 
the map. 

"TI think this little schoo) 1s just the 
beginning of a better future for our 
autistic children."’ 


other inaccuracies, she could have 
interpreted my emotional state as 
being directed against her! 
Ideally, no child should have to en- 
counter death at such a tender age. 
But since the only thing certain 
about our world is the vulnerability 
and mortality of its inhabitants, such 
untoward encounters will be ex- 
perienced by nearly everyone. The 
death of a beloved pet — traumatic 
hough it may be — holds many 
lessona to campenaate us for the 
sadness. The child learns to accept 
the finality of death, but he also 
learns that the time of sorrow is 
finite. 

How does one know when, or if, an 

ce will leave a lasting im- 
pression? How traumatic will this be 
for my chiid, asks a it. No one 
ean foretell what particular set of 
circumstances will affect any given 
child. There is always the danger 
that a child with limited understan- 
ding will invest your words with an 
unfortunate meaning, no matter how 
simple and matter-of-fact you keep 
the explanation. But if you meet the 
pre-schooler at his level (short, sim- 
ple answers that apply only to the 
question asked), there is far leas 
danger in honesty than in evasions, 

euphemisms or subterfuge. 

“One would hope that this doesn't 
come up with this age group, but if it 
does, then the best thing you can do 
is to face it. Most of the time, what 
the parent was afraid to put into 
words, the youngster will accept 
with an almost callous equanimity.

Each play is designed for a 
specific age group, from 
kindergarten through high school.

Jobs to lure emigrants back

Absorption Minister David Levi's 
recent North American trip to lure 
back yordim has stimulated similar 
interest at the Ministry of Labour 
and Social Affairs. 

Following a meeting with ministry 
director-general Yisrael Goralnik 
this week, Avraham Cohen, director 
of the Academica’ Employment Cen- 
tre, disclosed plans for a new drive 
among Israelis living abroad. 

He said the centre would contact 
Israelis living abroad to inform them 
of employment opportunities here, 
and of their rights to special benefits 
as “Returning Israelis." 

On the assumption that the 
returnees might prefer to live and 
work with newcomers rather than 
veteran Israelis, the Academica’ 
Employment Centre is prepared to 
initiate joint new immigrant- 


returning Israeli busineas and 
manufacturing ventures, including 
integrated hous'ng complexes. 

As with the “pilot trips" tendered 
to prospective olim, the centre wil) 
ofter Israelia abroad similar tours of 
Israeli places of employment, to re- 
acquaint them with opportunities 
available to them here, if any. 

Cohen also plans to ask the Invest- 
ment Centre's office in New York to 
notify him of all substantial new in- 
vestment plans. Possible employ- 
ment opportunities arising out of 
these ventures could then be brought 
to the attention of emigrants who 
show interest in to Israel. 

He said Israeli students abroad — 
especially where there are large con- 
centrations of them — can help in the 
bring-the-yordim-back drive 
currently being given top priority at 
ew Ministry of Immigrant Absorp- 

lon.

PRESIDENT Sadat says he un- 
derstands Israel's preoccupation 
with security, but we don't think he 
really appreciates how much this 
concern is part of our daily lives.

REPORTS of Israeli military aid to the present Ethiopian 
regime have been circulating abroad for some time now, but 
with special intensity since last Fall. 

Israel, the reports said, was providing Col. Mengistu'’s army 
with valuable light weapons — and with training in the use of 
some heavy arms — for its battles against the Eritrean rebels in 
the north and the Somali invaders in the south. In the face of this 
spate of rumours, Jerusalem kept a mostly stony silence. 

Sensational canards about Israeli pilots flying aircraft for the 
Ethiopians were dismissed with a flat denial of any ‘military in- 
volvement."’ But queries about any possible ‘‘supply 
relationship” were met with a monotonous no comment. 
Observers could only draw their own conclusions, 

Obviously there are good reasons for Israel to support its old 
and now embattled ally, Ethiopia, and not in homage to the 
Queen of Sheba alone. For both countries have a desperate 
stake in preventing the Red Sea from falling under exclusive 
Arab control — which would be the result if the Eritreans win 
their war against the central government. 

Ethiopia will then become wholly landlocked, and at the mer- 
cy of the Horn's coastal Arab states, while Israel's oil tankers 
will be navigating between hostile shores and without any port 
facilities all the way from Bab el-Mandeb to Eilat. 

The fact that some of the Israeli equipment may help heat 
back Somali aggression, posing as a national liberation 
struggle, will not be entirely unwelcome in Jerusalem. The 
more so since the land-grabbing Somalis are also after some 
territory belonging to Kenya. 

Like Kenya, Ethiopia is willing to keep contacts alive, despite 
the formal severance (by the late Emperor) of formal 
diplomatic ties. There ig no sufficient cause for Israel to turn its 


armament by the U.S., based on the Soviet threat to East Africa. 

The argument is mostly humbug. Egypt was suppporting 
Somalia to the hilt even while that country was providing a 
naval base to the Soviets. But such empty rhetoric cannot be 
shown for what it is unless Israel's own involvement in the con- 
flict is revealed, and duly explained. 

That is apparently what Foreign Minister Dayan decided, and 
that is why he conceded to Swiss television, during a brief stay 
in Zurich earlier this week, that Israel is indeed supplying the 
friendly Ethiopians with arms. 

There is some doubt whether Mr. Dayan's intention to make 
the disclosure was communicated in.advance to the Prime 
Minister, to whose aides it came as a bolt from the blue. Nor was 
it accompanied by anything like a reasoned explanation. 

Perhaps now that Mr. Dayan has arrived in the U.S., he will 
provide it. And if there is any substance ‘to the report that the 
Israeli operation in Ethiopia has been implicitly sanctioned by 
the U.S., perhaps he should confirm that, too.

The question is not whether Education and Culture Minister 
Hammer was or was not entitled to stay the showing until after 
dcasting Authority's plenary could review the matter.

Until then, it appears, Israelis should declare a moratorium 
on their moral commitments; they should stop searching their 
consciences; they should stop thinking. Otherwise, they would 
be aiding and abetting the enemy. 

But would they? Would they not rather be refusing to stoop to 
the enemy's own level? For thirty years Israeli, besieged and 
beleaguered, has taken pride in the unfettered freedom of its 
mind, in its refusal to barter the unvarnished even if sometimes 
bitter truth for sanctimonious self-righteousness.

IT WILL TAKS a wonder formula to 
Prevent the peace negotiations 
Collapsing over the issue of Israel 
settlements across the green line, 
That is unless Egypt — and Jordan 
— agrec to defer decision on this 
seemingly irreconcilable issue. 

Even if the problem of the Rafiah 
Salient settlements is resolved by an 
Israel-Egypt understanding — which 
is a long shot — there still remain the 
settlements in the West Bank, and 
the Golan. Hussein, like Sadat, has 
Called for total Israel withdrawal, 
which presumably means evacua- 
tion of all the settlements, too. Even © 
ig Hussein goes along with some 
“algebraic” statement of principle 
on the political future of the West 
Bank, will he be prepared to 
sidestep, even temporarily, the ques- 
tion of the Israeli settlers there?
